EDITORIALS 


Laurels 

All  praise  should  be  given  the  men  who  com- 
posed the  team  which  beat  Lafayette  worse  than 
a Lehigh  team  ever  beat  Lafayette  before.  They 
hold  enviable  positions  as  the  makers  of  history 
of  the  big  game.  They  will  always  be  remem- 
bered as  “the  team  that  beat  Lafayette  78-0.” 
The  industry  and  loyalty  of  the  scrubs  and  all 
others  connected  with  the  team  were  considerable 
factors  in  the  victory  and  these  umconsidered  as- 
sets should  be  rendered  the  praise  that  is  their 
due.  But  the  big  factor  is  the  team.  They  shall 
live  thruout  the  history  of  the  University  as  the 
tales  of  Achilles  and  Hercules  have  filtered  thru 
the  ages.  Time  will  not  dim  their  achievement. 
Disintegration  will  not  destroy  their  fame.  The 
score  will  be  handed  down  thru  the  years  to  come 
ever  serving  as  an  inspiration  to  victory  and  a 
solace  in  time  of  defeat. 


Play  Up  and  Play  the  Game 

Usually  our  rivals  from  down  river  are  the 
models  of  fair  play  and  gameness.  They  do  not 
question  victory  or  desire  an  unearned  or  ques- 
tionable conquest.  They  have  always  folio-wed  the 
precepts  of  honor  and  straight-forwardness. 
They  have  always  played  the  game  squarely. 

Consequently  it  was  with  mingled  feelings  of 
disbelief  and  interrogation  that  Burro  read  an 
article  in  a recent  issue  of  the  “Brown  and 
White”  quoted  from  “The  Lafayette.”  The 
article  pertained  to  the  cross  country  race  can- 
celled by  the  Lehigh  manager  of  track.  The 
view-point  of  the  entire  article  was  so  perverted ; 
its  tone  was  so  obviously  hostile;  its  sentiment 
so  contrary  to  Lafayette’s  customary  policy  of 
squareness ; that  it  was  beyond  explanation.  It 
was  so  absolutely  unworthy  a Lafayette  publi- 
cation that  Eurro  hesitated  at  first  to  contradict 
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and  refute  its  statements.  However,  since  fair 
play  is  the  keynote  of  inter  collegiate  sports,  and 
since  such  statements  tend  to  create  undesirable 
and  undeserved  impressions,  Burro  feels  it  nec- 
essary to  make  clear  a few  facts  which,  he  knows 
are  true. 

Lehigh’s  cross-country  team  far  from  expect- 
ing defeat,  looked  forward  confidently  and  with 
some  justification,  to  a victory.  Lafayette’s  de- 
cisive victory  over  Lehigh  was  by  a score  of  43 
to  32,  which  score  would  not  preclude  a Lehigh 
victory. 

The  conditions  of  the  race  were  not  unfair. 
The  Lehigh  manager  explicitly  explained  to  the 
Lafayette  manager  that  freshmen,  serving  as 
checkers,  were  posted  within  sight  of  one  another 
for  the  entire  length  of  the  course.  The  race  was 
to  have  been  over  the  Lehigh  course.  This  was 
fair  enough  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  had  al- 
ready run  over  Lafayette’s  course.  The  absence 
of  a referee  in  an  automobile  was  not  an  unfair 
condition.  Macadam  roads  are  not  the  best  tests 
for  the  endurance  qualities  of  a cross-country 
runner.  Consequently  it  cannot  be  said  that  the 
race  was  to  have  been  run  under  unfair  condi- 
tions or  without  proper  officials. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  it  is  extremely  re- 
grettable that  “The  Lafayette”  printed  the  article 
referred  to.  Burro  is  confident  that  its  publica- 
tion was  a miscarriage,  that  at  the  most  it  re- 
presented the  feelings  of  only  one  person — its 
author.  However  justice  must  be  done.  Burro 
feels  that  its  author  owes  an  apology  to  the  Laf- 
ayette student  body;  to  the  Lehigh  manager  of 
Track ; and  to  the  Lehigh  student  body.
